—It was roported in financlal circles today
that J. Plerpont Morgan, in order to settle
the Northern Pacific dispute, had given
up bis intereat in §t. Paul to the Harrl-
man-Unlon Pacific Interest and that a
combination of the latter two and North-
western and poasibly other lines would be
thie result.

St. Paul and Unlon Pacific were the most
active stocks {n the list on the strength of
this proposition, each being traded to the
extent of about 130,000 shares. 8t. Paul
made a net advance of 7 points to 188 and
Unlon Pacific moved up 2% to 100% at the
elose of the market.

In addition to this, it wax reported that
the Harriman interest had sold its North-
ern Pacific holdings to the Maorgan-Hill
party and that the consolidation of the
Great Northern, Northern Pacific and Bur-
lington would be the result, J. J. HI will
g0 to New York next week, about the time
Mr., Morgan returns from San Fraucisco.

“There Is no doubt in my mind that Hill
will effect a combination of his three roads,
the Great Northgrn, the Northern Pacifie
and the Burlindton,” sald a local s&u-
thority competedt to speak on the subject.
“There I8 no doubt In my mind, elther,
that the Union Pacific will effect a com-

Infatnation for Wife's Siater Brings
Chicago Man (o Gallows for Mur-
dering Brother-in-Law.

CHICAGO, T, Oct. 11.—~George Dolinakl,
convicted of murder, was hanged here to-
day,

The crime for which Dolinskl pald the
penalty was the murder of his brother-in-
laaw, Anton Lisle, a year ago. Dolinskl
became infatuated with Mra. Lisie, who was
his wife's sister. That his clandestine
woolng might not be interfered with, Dolin-
ski sent his wife on a visit to her parents
in the old country.

Novemher 2 the men met in a pasture
porth of Irving park. When the pollce
found Lisle’'s body there were four bullet
wounds in it and the throat was cut. Do-
linskl was arrested but declared that he
and Lisle bad quarreled about money mat-
ters and that he had been compelled to
shoot his brother-in-law In self-defense.
The evidence against Dolinskl, while
mainly circumstantial, was sufficlent to
convinee the jury that murder had been
done In order that Dolinski might murry
Mra, Lisle.

HUNTINGTON HAS ANOTHER AMENDMENT

Proposnes that Depuiles He More Dis-
eriminating In Narring Separnted
Marital Partners = Misslon-
nary Bisnhops Elected,

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct, 11,—The question
of marriage and divorce was before both
houses of the triennial convention of the
Episcopal church of Ameriva today.

The bishops ndopted a substitute for the
proposed canon 47, providing for the discl-
pline of pergons marrying again after being
divorced, The prindipal change made by
the substitute (s the provision that such
person may recelve the sacrament on the
written congent of a bishop.

The house of deputies began the cagerly
awalted debate on section 4 of the pro-
posed eanon 36, which virtuslly prohibits
the remarriage in t%» shurch of divorced
persons. The discussion will be continued
on Monday. The only vols reanched today
whs on a proposed modification of Dr.
Huntington's amendment providing for de.
termining the cause of divorce in the case
of & divorced person applying to be mar-
ried, This was defeated.

Divorce Matter SNettled,

The consideration of canon 37, relating to
the Misciplining of persons marrylog agaln
after belog diverced, caused a protracied
debate, at the close of which a substiute
was adopted ns follows:

No person divoreed for csuse arising afier
marriage and marrying again duripg (e
Hifetime of the other party to the divoroe,
nor any person marryving a person so di-
voreed shall be admitted to baptism or
confirmution or be permitted to receive the
holy eammunion until the written approvul
of the hishop shull be glven

Provided, that the prohibition shall net
np‘inly to the care of the Innocent parly to
a divorce for the cause of ndulters

And grovided, wmlso, that the sscrament
shall In no exre be refused 1o w penilent
purty ln imminent danger of death,

Do Nothing for Kansns

The bishops could not see thelr way
clear to mecept the proposed setting aside
of a portion of the diodese of Kaneun g o
misslonary distriet, but recognized that the
bishop there was heavily handleapped and
recommended the matter to the considera-
tion of the =—isslonary board

It was decided to participate in the ap-
polntment of 4 commities of five bighops,
five presbyters and five laymen to draw
up and present to the next conventlon of
the church m eanon on provinces, including
n scheme for the division of the United
States into provinces, On the part of the
bishops there were appointed on this com-
mittee the bishops of Fond du Lac, Texas,
Vermont and Los Angeles. The bishops
of New York and Muaryland and the co-
adjutor bishop of southern Ohlo were ap=
pointed to act with three presbyters and
three laymen on a commitiee to conslder
the question of the translation of ihe
bighops.

Deputies Stick to Thelr Text.

On the nssembiage of the house of dep-
utles today an attempt to take up matters
on the calendar in advance of their order
waa promptly tabled, showing a disposi«
tlon to proceed with the regular work,
which insures first consideration to the
canon on marriage and divorce and other
slmilar prominent subjects. At 10:30 the
house went into commitiee of the whole
on the new marriage and divorce canon.
An attempt to strike out a requirement of
wsection 3—that In recording a marriage the
clergy shall state the ages of the parties—
was defeated, A requirement that when
practicable the parish reglater record
should be signed by the married partles
and the witnesses was, after much objecs
tion, retained. Section 2 was then adopted
as & whaole.

This brought the controversy down to
the famous article 4, already adopted by
the bishops, which forbids the marriage of
persons divorced for cause mnot existing
before their former marriage—a practical
bar 1o the remarriage of divorced persons
by the Eplscopal c¢hureh,

Mr. Lewis of Pennsylvania rose to correct
a misapprehenslon of the report of his
canon, He explained that it does not pro-
pose to prevent anyone at all from being
married. It only proposes to forbld minis-
ters of the Eplscopnl church to marry any
divoroed person whose former husband or
wife lg still living.

Huntington Would Amend,

Rev. Dr. Huntington offered an amend-
ment intended to except the Innocent party
to a divorce obtained for the cause of
adultery when the fact Is made to appear
by a certifled record from the court grant-
ing the divorce. He supported his proposal
by an appeal to the authority of Jesus
Chriat

Consideration of the Huntington smend-
ment to sectlon 4 of the canon on the
solemnizing of marriage was continued until
recess, several vigorous addresses belog
made,

Thomas C. Elder urged that evidence re-
garding divorce should be sought for in the
whole record rather than ip the decree of
the court alope, which would not in every
case recite the ground of the diverce and
moved an amendment to that effect. Dr
Huntington sald he saw the point referred
to by Mr, Elder and approved the amend-
ment
